THE PARIS BOOK-TRADE CLUB. 


A FRATERNAL spirit, the truly republican spirit 
of organization, has built, in Paris,a magnifi- 
cent book-trade club-house, and, in Leipzig, an 
admirably organized Booksellers’ Exchange. 
The publishers and booksellers of London, or 
New York, or Boston have not a room of 
their own where they can shake hands in as- 
sembly. In this country, indeed, publishers and 
booksellers only meet, fraternally, to face the 
dead, to give a passing thought to one who is 
gone ; in France and Germany they meet, fra- 
ternally, to face each other, their thoughts bent 
on live questions and live interests. We refrain 
from drawing inferences. simply pointing to the 
lesson which those ‘‘ who run may read.” 

Last year the Publishers’ Club (Cercle de la 
Librairie) of Paris, held an exhibition of books, 
which was a history of book-making from the 
earliest times told by the books themselves, 
and, at the same time, an exhibit of the present 
state of the art shown by the best publications 
given the world by the French publishers in 
1878-’79-80. This year the Publishers’ Club 
has given an exhibition of the graphic arts, on 
the same plan as last year’s, namely the history 
of the art told by its own productions. If it be 
asked, why publishers exhibit so prominently 
engravers’ work, the answer is, that there is no 
publisher to-day who is not interested in the art 
of illustration ; moreover, that the ‘‘ Cercle” isa 
guild which unites for one common interest, the 
publishers and booksellers, with the printers, 
engravers, papermakers, stationers and others. 
The example set is so noteworthy that we make 
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room for the excellent account of the origin of 
the Club and of its second exhibition as given 
by the London Bookseller in its last issue. The 
programme of the German exhibition of graphic 
arts, referred to in our last issue, will be given 
in another number. 


The Paris publishers have given their second 
exhibition right royally. They introduced it by 
an “‘ Historical Notice” of their Club, a royal 
octavo of 93 pages, with wide margins, beayt- 
fully printed by Quantin, who has greatly added 
even to the reputation which Claye gave the 
printing office in Rue St. Benoit. Itis adorned 
by a view of the club-house, by a plan of its 
ground, and by a plan of its first floor, which, 
in the costlier edition, are line engravings, in 
the other woodcuts. A few days after the pub. 
lication of this “ Historical Notice” the Paris 
publishers issued a catalogue of their second 
exhibition. Two editions of this work also 
have been issued ; one for nabobs, the second 
for people less familiar with guineas.

the more valuable engravings, whose owners 
were loth to put them into market at prices far 
below those at which they were published. Both 
editions contain a rapid sketch of the history of 
engraving, and a catalogue of the engravings 
exhibited, by M. G. Duplessis, keeper of the 
prints in the Bibliothéque Nationale, a summary 
of the processes of chemical engraving, by M. 
Davanne, and many pages of advertisements, 
illuminated with all the beauties of the pro- 
cesses which the different advertisers employ. 

The Paris Cercle, like everything French, 
is of modern origin. The Revolution swept 
away the trade’s old organization, as it did 
everything else, and no successful attempt was 
made to bring together the fraternal trades until 
January, 1847, when Hébrard invited seventeen 
brethren to meet at his house to consider the 
union of their interests. Their conference led 
to the issue of a circular letter of invitation to 
the trade to meet at Hébrard’s lodgings to con- 
sult on the subject. This letter was signed by 
J. B. Bailliére, Debure, and Hingray. The 29th 
March, 1847, the second meeting was held; 
nineteen booksellers were present. It was 
agreed to establish a club, and J. B. Bailliére, 
Jules Delalain, Hingray, Mathias, and Pagnerre 
were appointed a committee to frame its rules 
and regulations. The third meeting was held on 
1st April, in the Mayor’s officeJof the Eleventh 
Ward ; seventy-one members of the trade were 
present. J. B. Bailligre was elected president, 
Jules Delalain and Pagnerre vice-presidents. It 
was agreed to organize the club, with a capital 
of £600, as soon as fifty promoters’ shares 0 
£8 each were taken and 100 members enlisted. 
Forthwith, nineteen booksellers, three printers, 
seven typefounders, and one book-stitcher, took 
each a promoter’s share; thirty-eight book- 
sellers, six printers, one copper-plate printer, 
seven typefounders, six paper dealers, on¢ 
book-stitcher, and one advertising agent sub- 
scribed as members, and undertook to pay the 
annual subscription, £4. An active canvass! 
procure new members at once began, an¢ 
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twenty-two days the list of members contained 
sixty-eight booksellers, eighteen printers, one 
lithographic printer, three copper-plate printers, 
fourteen paper-makers, eight typefounders, one 
ink-maker, one book-stitcher, five advertising 
agents ; fifty of these 116 members bought pro- 
moters’ shares. On the 5th May the club was 
definitively organized by the election of Am- 
broise Firmin-Didot as president, of J. B. Bail- 
lire and Hingray as vice-presidents, and of 
Pagnerre as secretary. Quarters to serve as a 
club-house were taken at 5 Rue des Petits 
Augustins, and an inauguration festival, at 
which 150 persons were present, was given on 
the 6th August, 1847. Lectures were delivered, 
the formation ofa library begun. To resist the 
tempest of February, abank, Comptoir National 
d’Escompte, was established, which recalled to 
Paris the timid fugitive, Credit. A branch 
office of this was at once opened in the club- 
house, and helped all sections of the trade to 
weather those stormy days. 

When Louis Hachette rose to be an influen- 
tial member of the club, new life was given it. 
He insisted that charity and retiring-pension 
funds should be established by each of the 
trades—booksellers (under which general title 
those wholesale booksellers and bookmakers, 
publishers, are included), printers, lithographic 
printers, copper-plate printers. paper-makers, 
stationers, music publishers and music-sellers, 
and print-sellers—which form parts‘of the club : 
that the Association for the Defence of Literary 
and Artistic Property should be merged in the 
club. He zealously fostered the club’s library, 
and urged that a club-house should be built, 
where not only the meetings of the club, but 
meetings of the officers of printers’, typographi- 
cal printers’, copper-plate printers’, of Roman 
Catholic publishers’, of bookbinders,’ of proof 
readers’ associations, might be held; where 
book auctions, exhibitions, meetings of learned 
and scientific societies might take place, literary 
and scientific lectures be given, an evening 
school opened for persons employed in the 
trades. Louis Hachette’s sudden and prema- 
ture death interrupted his execution of these 
and other schemes. His partner and son-in- 
law, M. Bréton (now head of the firm Hachette 
et Cie.), was elected president in his stead, and, 
with filial piety, strove to carry to a successful 
termination these generous designs. 

Long before Louis Hachette’s death (1864) it 
had become necessary to (1855) reorganize the 
club on a broader basis. One hundred and 
twenty-five persons willing to become members 
were found. The annual subscription was 
raised to £6. “ La Bibliographie de la France,” 
which had belonged to the Pillet family (they 
still print it) from its establishment (1811), was 
bought (1856). “ L’Annuaire de la Librairie” 
was founded (1858) ; strenuous and unremitting 
efforts were made to check piracy by pressing 
the French Government to negotiate copyright 
conventions with foreign powers; a Christmas 
number of ‘‘ La Bibliographie,” to be followed 
by periodical successors, was for the first time 
published (1858); advertising pages, lists of 
books wanted and on sale, the systematic table 
of contents (which had long been discontinued), 
were (1865) added to “ La Bibliographie ;” pro- 
vincial booksellers were (1866) admitted as cor- 
responding members of the club; a brilliant 
part has been taken in the Universal Exhibi- 
tions held, and publishers’ right to figure in 
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these great fairs upon the same footing as 
printers was, after a hard fight, won (till 1867 it 
had been denied that publishers were produc- 
ers!) ; a club-house was (1879) built at a cost 
of £22,000 (M. Georges Hachette had the satis- 
frction of being president of the club when this, 
his father’s scheme, was carried out); £14,000 
of other property have been amassed by the 
club, and its roll of members has increased 
to twenty-one honorary member (all of whom, 
save three, are members of the London trade); 
317 members and 145 corresponding members. 

In 1880 the Paris trade held in their club- 
house an exhibition of books designed to give 
a history of books and a display of contem- 
porary skill in bookmaking. An interesting 
collection of books (most of them singularly 
rare works), printed in France before 1800, told 
the story; the best editions published since 
January 1, 1878, by members of the club, ex- 
hibited present skill. 

This year (as we have above said) the club 
have given their second annual exhibition. 
It is devoted to some of the arts which copy 
form. 

We are now daily more exacting in our de- 
mands for accurate information. We see this 
even in portraits. Compare ordinary contem- 
porary portraits with those which our fathers 
have left us. The former are as faithful as 
photographs ; the latter are vague and conven- 
tional. Itis this craving for accuracy which 
leads to the profuse illustration of books. 
Picture tells what letterpress left untold. Pic- 
ture shows Westminster Abbey. Letterpress 
reveals only the thoughts which filled Addison’s 
mind as he paced those cloisters. Letterpress 
can convey only thought, except perhaps to the 
blind, who probably, by an odd jumble of ideas, 
caused by their genesis, have no conception of 
thought, except as form. The song, “ Tell me 
the form of the soft summer’s air,” and Locke’s 
example of the painted sphere, which conveyed 
no idea to the blind man, who had recovered 
sight, are familiar to us all. Form is beyond 
letterpress’s reach. Now there are many sub- 
jects which are absolutely unintelligible with- 
out illustrations. Imagine even an Euclid 
without figures. 

The Paris trade has done good service by 
letting the public see the resources offered the 
intellectual world by these—not handmaids— 
sisters of typography. The public are intro- 
duced to most instructive and most beautiful 
works, which can rarely become popular, which 
librarians guard with too jealous care. They 
are also taught where to look for information 
which supplements letterpress, and are made 
acquainted with the wonderful progress in all 
branches of the graphic arts, and the still more 
wonderful discoveries in chemistry, by which 
sun, acids, electricity, bitumen, and gelatine 
discard adroit fingers, and execute in minutes 
work man took years to do. Readers may 
remember the bird’s-eye views of great capitals, 
woodcuts which illustrated newspapers gave 
their patrons. They now seem fitter for street 
placards than for aught else. In the Paris 
Exhibition there is a portrait on wood of Mdle. 
Sarah Bernhardt which almost rivals steel en- 
graving. The progress of lithography also may 
be traced with wondering eyes on the walls of 
the Exhibition. There are lithographs of 1830 
and thereabouts, which are almost ludicrous by 
their wretched drawing, rude touch, and un- 
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skilful printing, while lithographs of yesterday 
(for instance, the portrait of Eugéne Delacroix)

An Englishman may view with pardonable 
pride the chemical processes of copying pic- 
tures, for Fox Talbot and Woodbury may be 
called the creators of this art, which has 
already won great favor. Goupil is said to 
sell annually 600,000 pictures made by Wood- 
bury’s process, and to have given £4000 for 
the monoply of an improvement on this process 
by which his wonderful chromo-photogravings 
are obtained. 

The show of chromo-lithographs made by 
various processes is one of the most interesting 
parts of the exhibition. Hachette & Co.’s 
contribution is rich, as might be expected from 
publishers whose jtransactions are said to be 
between £700,000 and £800,000 annually. 
Firmin-Didot’s is not unworthy of that time- 
honored name; while Ducher, with the work 
dedicated to Charles Garnier’s grand opera, 
and Morel & Co., with “Les Arts Industriels 
au Moyen Age,” and other beautiful pub- 
lications, make wonderful shows. We were 
gratified to see that the show of Th. Dupuy & 
Son was in no way.inferior to the most bril- 
liant exhibition in the club-house. By theside 
of these lastest triumphs of line and color are a 
series of engravings and etchings from the 
earliest times ; among them are six by Albrecht 
Durer, fifteen by Raimondi, thirteen by Rem- 
brandt (among them the portrait of Burgo- 
master Six, jbought at Ambroise Firmin- 
Didot’s sale, where it fetched £680, and the 
proof of the piece, for which £1200 was given ; 
both are from Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s 
portfolios). The charms of the majority of 
these curious objects seem to be their high 
prices (they are the scalps which wealth brings 
home from the battles of the auction mart) and 
their ingenuousness—art’s first lispings, which 
are as attractive as childhood’s prattling.
